Tired of Liver Diet? 


Apricots Just as Good 
Rochester, N. Y.—Anemics who 
have had to ear liver until they re- 
volted at the word itself may obtain 
a little variety with apricots, peaches 
und prunes, Recently experiments at 
the University of Rochester medical 
school by Drs. G. H. Whipple and F. 
S.Rebschelt-Robbins indicate that, al- 
though liver and kidney are by far the 
most: potent food materials for the re- 
generation of the red blood corpuscles, 
certain other animal organs and sev- 
eral fruits are also effective, and 
hence ean be used to vary the diet in 
anemia. _ 

A long-debated question in medicine 
is whether froh must be in organic 
(combination before it can he utilized

BIRTHPLACE OF HYMN 
MARKED BY TABLET 


History of “He Leadeth Me” 
Told by Author. 


Philadelphia.—A bronze tablet has” 


been placed by the United Gas Im- 
provement company on its new build- 
ing here as a permanent-marker of 
the birthplace of the hymn “He Lead- 
eth Me,” and the historic fact.that the 
First Baptist chureh once stood on 
the present site of the coinpany’s 
building. The tablet was erected on 
the Arch street side of the building. 
It bears date of June 1, 1926, erection 
having been delayed by the building 
of the new structure and the construe 
tion of the subway. 

Information that paved the way for 
the erection ‘of the tablet was given 
two years ago by the late Rev. Dr. 
John Gordon, a Baptist clergyman 
who pointed te a brownstone dwelling 
at 1409 Arch street, adjoining the new 
building, and said: “That old dwell- 
ing has a remarkable history; a won- 
derful hymn, ‘He Leadeth Me,’ was 
written there, The Rev. Dr. Gilmore 
wrote it way back in the '@0s. The 
hymn has been sung all over the 
world.” 


Words Set to Music. 


Dr. Gilmore, in his own account of 
the writing of the hymn, said: 

“As @ young man I was supplying 
for a couple of Sundays the pulpit of 
the First Baptist church in Philadel- 
phia. At the midweek service—on 
the twenty-sixth of March, 1861—I 
set out to give the people an expusi- 
tion of the twenty-third Psalm, which 
I had given before on three or four 
occasions; but this time I did not get 
further than the words, ‘He leadeth 
me.’ Those words took hold of me as 
they had never done before. I saw 
in them a significance and beauty of 
which I had never dreamed. 

“At the close of the meeting a few 
of us kept on talking about the 
thought.I bad emphasized; and then 
and there, on a blank page of the 
brief from whith 1 had intended ‘to 
speak, I penciled the hymn, handed 
it to my wife and thought ae mere 
about tt. 

“It occurred tO her months after- 
ward to send the hymn to @ paper 
published in Boston, where it was 
printed, It attraeted the attention wf 
William 8B. Bradbury, who slightly 
mediiied the refrain and sét the hymn 
to the music which has done so much 
to promote its popularity.

New York.—An amazing secret of 


“longevity is claimed to have been dis 


covered by a Curean, regarded as a 


saint, named Skajkinan—amazing tn | 


its simplicity as well as in its antici- 


pated results. For it consists in neth- , 


ing but a diet of water and simall 
cakes made of pine burk. 

Upon such food Skajkinan is said 
to have subsisted for many years, ac- 


cording to reports from Tokio, He is 
now 60 years old and “still going 
strong,” and expresses the utmost 
confidence in living for 290 years 


longer, thus rounding out three cen- 
turies and a half. 

Such an age is, of course, much 
less than that credited to the antedi- 
luvian patriarchs. But it is precisely 
twice that attained by Abraham, it is 
pointed out, and, of course, vastly 
greater than that attained by any one 
since his time.

So often a few slices of some choice 
roast, stew or steak are allowed: ‘to 
waste because the family 
is tired of it as such.

Canneion Royal.—Take a pound of 
cold roast veal, free it from skin and 
grind it through the meat. grinder 
twice.

Season with salt 
and. pepper, minced parsley, half a 
teaspoonful of minced onion, a little 
grated lemon rind and a pinch of nut- 
meg. Mix well, add two well beaten

. tered paper and bake half an hour. 
Roulade of Beef.—Take a pound of 
cold roast beef, free it front skin and 
gristle and put it through the meat 
grinder with a third of a pound of 
ham, lean and fat. Season highly 
with salt, pepper, a teaspoonful of 
minced olives, a few drops of tabasco 
sauce, a teaspoonful of minced parsley, 
a little grated lemon pee! and a bit 
of nutmeg.

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Foolish to Boast 
of Great Descent 


“Tracing one’s ancestry ts a rank 
fallacy,” declares Albert Payson ‘rer- 
hune, who has just completed a year’s 
study of genealogical research for the 
American Magazine and is now at- 
tacking the growing fad. 

“In the first place few people real- 
ize that perhaps millions of anvestors, 
good and bad, have intervened be- 
tween themiselves and the illustrious 
person from whom they claim to have 
descended,” h2 says in summing up 
his studies. “Secondly, several mil- 
lion other. people, if they took the 
trouble, could boast of the same lin- 
eage. Thirdly, boasting of a grenat 
ancestor is a confession of inferiority 
if the descendant has not lived up to 
the repute of his forebear. 


“The most common ancestral claim,” 
says Mr. Terhune, illustrating the 
weakness of the average case, “Is re- 
lationship to William the Conqueror. 
Simple arithmetic shows these facts: 

“Science allows about thirty-three 
years to each generation, which shows 
that there have been 26 or more gen- 
erations between a person living to- 
-day and William the Conqueror, who 
was in his prime In 1066. 


“The descendant had two parents, 
four grandparents, eight great-grand- 
Parents and 80 on. Continuing to 
double 26 times, it will show abont 


the descendant would have only a 
forty-millionth of the Conqueror’s 
blood. P 

“In all Great Britain and France in 
1006 there were not 4U,U0U.00U  peo- 
ple, so If anyone has had 40,000,000 
ancestors since that date, he is cer- 
tainly descended from William. Also 
he is descended from almost every 
robber and homicide and mendicant 
and genius and celebrity who hap- 
pened to be alive in the Conqueror’s 
time and earlier. 

“The commen fallacy {fs the result 
of tracing one particular line and ig 
noring a thousand other branches of 
a tamily. I know of one New Engtanda- 
er who sueceeded In tracing his anges. 
try directly to Adam with just as 
much aeeuracy as many have traced 
theirs back to Charlemagne or other 
histerieal figures. 

“Another barrier to effective geneal- 
logical research is the old-time sys- 
tem of family names adopted from 
tesidence or occupation. Thus John 
Gill, who tives on a hill, and John 
Church, who lived by the chareh, may 
lave heen the closest relatives, yet

their descendants go off on wide tan 


gents in tracing two families.” 

It is far better, says Mr. ‘Terhune, 
to decree: “I had no ancestors to 
boast of, but you. can bet my descend- 
ants are going to have.”
